A brand new ippro.uli to ( ommunistic dictatorship 
in Ain erica has been invented bv the \\ ashington bureau 
crats and is now being given its road test. 
Re cent activities of ORA, including the brass band 
suits against five large Philadelphia department stores, ore 
steps in this direction. 
Long ago the Nit ‘W I Val stripped C engross pf most ol 
its law-making authority, and robbed tile judiciary of 
what has been its main function since the' Magna C arta 
that of deciding whether the rights of private citizens are 
violated by the acts of public officials. 
Replacing legislative law came administrative law, 
in which not tire direct representatives of the people 
their Congress— but appointed subordinates of the Chief 
Executive wrote the regulations, interpreted them, de 
tided w hom to punish and w hom to excuse, inflicted the 
penalties for real or fancied disobedience 
and then, when 
called upon, listened to and passed upon appeals from 
their ow n acts. 
Most of the wartime regulations, the bulk ol them 
outrageous extensions of bureaucratic power under the 
thin disguise of “war needs.” art* of this second type. ( )ne 
needs only remember the total inability of bu* average 
citizen to appeal from any of the innumerable rule s be­ 
live* under to realize how far we have drifted from the 
essential concept of free government 
— the rights of 
judicial review and of jury trial. 
Rut a third form ol law has l>een invented bv \\ asb 
ington s experts on total government 
law by injunction 
I lie alphabetical agency which is blazing the trail to 
this new machinery of serfdom is the ORA. 
Many small stories are appearing in newspapers 
everywhere in which it is recorded that one or anothet 
alleged offender of O R A regulations was released without 
penalty on the condition that he accept an injunction 
from a f ederal court to abide by ORA rules. 
hor instance, six Rucks county meat slaughterers 
were haled to I luladeiphia a few days ago on a series of 
vague and technical counts, none of which involved 
charging over-ceiling prices. 
Loiter all charges were*, in effet t, dropped when the 
slaughterers consented to the injunctions requiring them 
to abide by ORA price and rationing regulations. 
A g a in , rn the I luladeiphia store eases, much em 
nhasis was placed in some newspaper accounts on die 
fact that injunctions against over-ceiling prices were 
sought against three of the defendants who w e r e not be­ 
ing accused of price* violations. 
I he injunctions appeared logic al enough in the c a s e 
of the other two, assuming the* ORA was in position to 
prove the* violations it alleged. 
Rut why enjoin someone* from doing a tiling which 
he had ne>t previously done, nor had shown any intcmtion 
to do? 
Refund these episodes rises the* ne-w program of 
bureaucratic dictatorship ly ing fashioned for American 
men and women. 
Hie injunctions are the real objective of the* in 
numerable similar suits, in large- and small fie Ids of busi­ 
ness operation, which are lying filed on the flimsiest of 
excuses by tile O RA agents 
W h y ?
